Lin* WIN Probably Be Laid B«Hrfen 
Honolulu and Fanning Island.

Ran Francisco, Oct. 13.—Special cor¬ 
respondence from Honolulu dated 
October 7th, says: 

“It is now proposed to ran a line of 
cable from Honolulu, to fanning island 
by a working agreement between the Bri¬ 
tish government and the Pacific Com¬ 
mercial Cable Co. Such a connection 
would be of benefit to each line in case 
of an accident disabling either. 

“The proposal for this waa made in 
the House of Com-nous in the New 
Zealand parliament by Bir J. Ward, who 
pointed out the safeguard it would bring. 
The cost of the line from Honolulu to 
Fanning island 1» estimated at $1,000.- 
000. The representative* of the Pacific 
Commercial Cable Co. here sny the plan 
proposed by tha New Zealand govern¬ 
ment practically has been agreed to be¬ 
tween the cable Hues.” 


Sir .Tames Mackov, After a Busy Time 
in Chinn, Is Now Going Horae.

San Francisco, Oct. 13.—Sir Jas. 
Hack ay has arrived here from China, 
where, ns the d’plomntie representative 
of Grout Britain, he looked after the pro¬ 
tection of the British trade in the fram¬ 
ing of its new tariff. Incidentally he ne¬ 
gotiated a new British commercial treaty 
wlrli Chinn, which ha^ been formally 
signed, and is to become effective one 
year from next January. He la now on 
his way back to England. 

When Gen. Sharretts, the United 
States treaty commissioner, recently ar¬ 
rived here, he said that he hnd prevented 
the new commercial treaty negotiated by 
Sir James Maekay. 

When questioned > about this, Sir 
James Mnokny nnid: **l ilo not know 
what authority Gen. Sharretts had to 
oppose the aigning of the treaty or what 
promises were made to him by the Vice¬ 
roy of Nanking, but the Viceroy cer- 
minly memorialized the throne to sign 
the treaty and the treaty was signed.”

WUkeebarre. Pa., Oct 13.—Interest 
was centered to-day in the efforts of the 
coal companies to induqe men to return 
to work under the jfrotection of the 
troops. Information from coal com¬ 
panies is difficult to obtain, but judg ing 
from early reports from various sources, 
there are few additional workers in the 
mines of this region to-day. 

The troops were out early, but were 
not called upon to suppress any disorder. 
In some places detachments of troops 
l duty near the collieries all night, 

and at other points soldiers were scat¬ 
tered in twos and threes along streets 
and on street corners. 

It was stated at the strike headquar¬ 
ters that there were no desertions from 
the ranks of the strikers to-flay, but on 
the other hand fewer men are at work 
than last week. President Mitchell had 
no news to give. He said he had heard 
rumors of a strike settlement, bnt thers 
was nothing In It so far as he knew. He 
Is apparently waiting for news from the 
other side. 

Baer Has No News. 

Philadelphia. Pa.. Oct. 13.—President 
Baer of the Philadelphia A Heading rail¬ 
way. was at the office in this city at the 
nsual hour this morning. He had nothing 
to say for publication regarding his visit 
to New York yesterday or the coal strike 
situation. 

Shipping Coal. 

Fottsville. Pa., Oct. 13.—As the result 
of last week’s mining at the Brookstde 
colliery, 35 gondolas, containing over 400 
tens were shipped to market this morn¬ 
ing. Goodspring colliery also made a 
small shipment, as did Kalmia waahery. 
AU ar.» reported by the Philadelphia Sc 
Beading Co. None of the troops have 
been stationed at any of these points. 

The body of Col. Theodore Hoffman, 
commander of the Eighth regiment, who 
died on Satnrday in Scranton, was 
brought to KU residence in this city to¬ 
day. A detail of his regiment accom¬ 
panied the body. 

No Interference. 

Haselton, Pa.. Oct. 13.—S. Pardee, 
Sons & Co. started their Lattimer col¬ 
liery to-day with a force of about 125 
men. the majority of them laborers and 
special officers.

Paris. Oct 13.—De Bradsky, the 
aeronaut, and a companion, Morin, were 
killed by falling from a balloon this 
morning. 

Brodsky's balloon started from the 
aerostatic station at Vangirard, a suburb 
of this city, being on a trial trip. After 
preliminary manoeuvring with a rope at¬ 
tachment Brodsky released the balloon 
and proceeded southward at a height of 
.”•00 to 400 feet. The two propellers of 
the machine appeared to work well. The 
rudder, however, was not quite suc¬ 
cessful. 

About 3.30, the balloon had returned 
to above the point of departure, and 
then it gradually mounted higher and 
higher, null} It disappeared in the clouds. 

The prefect of police later received a 
dispatch announcing the fall of the bal¬ 
loon near St. Deuia. 5V* miles from the 
centre of Paris, inH adding that Its two 
occupants were killed. 

Later Report. 

Paris. Oct. 13.—When the balloon was 
alove Stains, near St. Denis, the ropes 
attaching the car to the balloon broke 
from some unknown cause, and the car. 
with Its occupants, De Brodsky and 
Morin, was dashed to the ground, and the 
aeronauts met instant death. The bal¬ 
loon Itself disappeared In the clouds.

London, Oct 11.—The critical condi¬ 
tion of the French mining strike haa 
caused a considerable rush of coal orders 
to the Tyneside to-day for France, but 
the American demand has much abated. 
A canvass of the coal brokers by a re¬ 
porter of the Associated Press discounts 
the Idea of any great excitement In the 
trade. 

The report of the most important an¬ 
thracite firm In the London coal ex¬ 
change says: “There Is really more 
newspaper talk than facta to warrant the 
report of yxcitement here. It is true that 
the American purchases of the past six 
weeks hive beeu abnormal, bnt the de¬ 
mand <s abating. I have closely watch¬ 
ed the actual shipments, and outside of 
the ordinary trade, np to the middle of 
tho present week, less than 100,000 tons 
of all sort* of coal had been shipped to 
America since the unusual demand set 
in. Those cargoes were made up of 87,- 
000 tons from the Tyne, 35,000 from 
South Wales, and 25.000 from Liverpool. 
Of onm these do not include tho 
regular shipments to Montreal and other 
North American ports where English 
coal has a steady market. There have

Madid, Oct. 11.—A story of bandit out¬ 
rage and terrorism in Corunna and vicin¬ 
ity is published to-day which surpasses 
iD ferocity anything of the kiud that has 
occurred before in tipuin. An outluw 
named Toridio, 25 years old, was con¬ 
demned to death for the murder of his 
father. While awaiting execution he kill¬ 
ed two guards and escaped. 

He organized a band of criminals ns 
desperate as himself aud began a series 
of unparalleled outrages. Within the 
past fortnight forty robberies have been 
committed in Corunna and'neighborhood 
by Toridio and his company. On Mon¬ 
day last they entered a church ct Man- 
ou during mass and demanded that ev¬ 
eryone give up money aud valuables. 
Two refused and were killed at once. 
The other worshippers banded over thtlr 
money and jewelry. 

Afterwards the gung invaded a ceme¬ 
tery, dug up the bodies of the dead, rob¬ 
bed them of any clothing aud ornaments 
in a condition to be carried nway and 
left the corpses naked on the ground. 

On Tuesday they robbed it priest in 
the village of Granas, outraged his fo- 
nmlo relatives and then set fire to h.’s 
house. They are so dreaded that the 
people are afraid to give any assistance 
in their capture. 

The Spanish government ha* ordered 
the authorities of the province to exter¬ 
minate the bandits and offered troops to 
assist in destroying them.

“Capt. M. Doland, who, with Fireman 
Hugh Keenon, accompanied the remains 
from Seattle, sakl last night: ‘Especial 
thanks are due cx-Chief Carl Mallon, of 
Wallace, and Assistant Chief Breummer, 
of Tacoma, who came from Victoria to 
Seattle in charge of the body. Everyone 
was grief stricken nt Victoria and show¬ 
ed sympathy and respect in a hundred 
ways. The Great Northern railway of' 
ficials provided free transportation for 
the body and expressed themselves as 
willing to do anything in their power.’ 

“No definite arrangements for the fun¬ 
eral services will he made until the ar- 
rival of tho brother of the dead man, 
who ir on toe way from Whistler, Okla. 
The relatives have not yet signified their 
wishes as to the place of interment. In 
the meantime the body will remain 
where it is. nnder the care of the mem¬ 
bers of the fire department and the 
Elk*. 

“At a meeting of the board of fire 
commissioners, consisting of L. B. 
Handley, president; F. P. Weymouth 
and H. L. Lilienthnl, yesterday a com¬ 
munication from Wm. Joyce, acting chief 
of the Spokane fire department, was 
read, eulogising the dead fireman. The 
board passed suitable resolutions.

Lynch, was unable to make the trip on 
account of injuries and remained at Se¬ 
attle.

Satirday’i Ricci Pleased the Spectators 
—Exciting Finishes and Records 
Broken — Other Features. 


The agricultural and industrial event 
of the province is now the property of 
history. Saturday night saw its relega¬ 
tion to the past, where it will stand one 
of the most successful! exhibitions ever 
held in the province, and certainly the 
best in the local annals of fair enterprise. 
There were features, it is true, inferior 
to those presented last year, but the defi¬ 
ciencies were more than supplied in other 
departments. For instance, the showing 
made by ^he manufacturers of the city 
was not nearly as satisfactory as in the 
preceding exhibition, and although the 
extensive space area was cunningly/cov¬ 
ered there was ample room for a large 
number of additional displays. The third 
floor, or the upper gallery, presented a 
desolate appearance. The exhibits that 
were there on the whole reflected credit 
on the exhibitors, but something should 
have been done to hide the bare walls. 
These defects, however, are little spots 
on the a^n. The agricultural display, 
the showing of roots and fruit, was un¬ 
doubtedly the finest ever made in an ex¬ 
hibition In this city, and probably on 
the Island. The exhibit of stock was 
truly magnificent, and in the opinion of 
experienced judges hard to equal any¬ 
where. 

The outdoor attractions were also de¬ 
serving of complimentary mention. In 
this department the members of the 
sports committee excelled themselves. 
They provided entertainments which at¬ 
tracted crowds* when' the other parts of 
the fair would have .lamentably failed. 
“The cycle whirl," the very excellent ex¬ 
hibition by members of the Victoria 
Athletic Club, the performaoces by De 
Boe and the pnlr of acrobats from the 
Mnd lastly, and the crowning at¬ 
tract on of all, the horse races, com¬ 
prised an exceptionally fine programme. 
The latter undoubtedly surpassed the 
best hitherto held in this city. It is not 
too much to say that rarely if ever have 
tbey been equally in the province. 
Judge Fullerton said the meet was one 
of the most successful he had ever seen, 
r.nd that Is saying a great deal, for Mr. 
Fullerton’s experience In such matters 
comprehends many years. 

As regards finances it was impossible 
at the close to get a definite statement 
of the association’s standing, but the 
estimate published in the Times, of the 
receipt* and expenditure* up to Satunlay 
morning, is probably pretty close to the 
actusL The receipts then were figured 
at $11,430, and the expenditures $12,380. 
Add to the former figure $1,175.96, 
which was taken in at Ssturdnv’s gate, 
and the total receipts will be $12,628.98, 
which, with the $400 to be received tm 
account of railway coupons, will give the 
association a surplus.

The last steamer from the lower 
Yukon for the season of 1962 arrived at 
I%we»n <*n the 26th of last month. It 
was the Pacific Cold Storage Company's 
refrigerator steamer Robert Kerr, laden 
with fresh meats. 

The navigation on the lower Yukon, 
that Is below Eagle, lias closed complete¬ 
ly for to* season insofar as steamboats 
are concerned. No more steamers are 
to go np the river from below Eagle 
this year and none to go below Eagle- 

Upper Yukon steamers expects* to 
make two to three round trips more each 
between Dawson and White Horse after 
the date mentioned. They are rushing 
freight through at the last opportunity, 
•very steamer takes all the cargo she 
can curry- The river is falling as a con¬ 
sequence of small tributaries far distant 
being frozen, and cargoes are lighter 
than a few weeks ago. However, an 
average of one to two steamers a day 
with 100 to 150 tons each are arriving 
with all kinds of freight. The camp is 
well stocked and there will be not the 
slightest need even should some of the 
shipments not get through. 

The little kerosene stern wheel steamer 
Rongh Rider, built in Beattie this spring, 
and put together at White Horse, steam¬ 
ed wirhh: thirty-five miles of the town of 
Coldfoot in the Koyukuk camp. Bhe 
holds the honor of having gone farther 
north than any other steamer ever has 
traversed a tributary of the mighty 
Yukon, and perhaps farther north than 
any other vessel ever has plied a stream 
on the western portion of the North Am¬ 
erican continent. The Rough Rider land¬ 
ed freight at the farthest point she reach¬ 
ed- 

Mrs. H. Henderson made the trip np 
the Koyukuk on the Rough Rider, and 
baa returned to Dawson with the news 
of the success of the steamer. The 
Rongh Rider will winter at the mouth 
of the Tanana river. 


Io all there were six events oa the 
programme. The first was a free for all, 
open for trotting or pacing, for which a 
purse of $400 was offered, to be won by 
the horse winning thtre in five heats over 
s mile course. This brought out s string 
of four magnificent pacers—Mapletn 001 ; 
Prince Tom. owned by C. R Webb, of 
Portland, which bad made such a splen¬ 
did showing against trotters the previous 
day: Freak, another American home, 
owned by Messrs. Robb and Moore, and 
Barnacle, a horse be longing to Ed. Mc- 
Craig. In the first beat Barnacle took 
first placet with Muplemont second. 
Prince Tom third, and Freak fourth; 
time, 2.23^4. This order was reversed 
in tho second heat, when Maplemont got 
the lead from the start and held it to 
the finish, breaking the trgfk record as 
above related. Barnacle followed close¬ 
ly with Prince Tom pressing hard for 
second place. Freak broke In this beat 
and came in fourth. In the third heat 
Maplemont again led after one of toe 
prettiest exhibitions of pacing ever seen 
on the track. Maplemont led by about 
two lengths, and the others followed in 
a bunch, with Freak second, Prince Tom 
third and Barnacle fourth. Time. 2.21. 
The nex« heat gave Maplemont the race, 
the time made being 2J23& Freak *- 
cured second place, and Prince Tom 
third. 

Ten horses started in the asrmd event 
on the programme. Tills was for trot¬ 
ting or pacing horses, having un rec ord, 
which were ojrued In the province thiee 
months prior to the race, and which had 
to bo driven bv amateurs. A tan end 
$190 in prise money wore offered, th*» 
latter being divided Into sums of $80, 
$90 and $20 for those winning first, sec¬ 
ond and third places respectively in two 
of three heats.

Cheroainus Man Has Patented an Im¬ 
proved Log Carriage. 


The following is tho report of Row¬ 
land Brittain, patent attorney, Vanoou- 
ver, from the United States Patent 
Office Gazette for the week ending 90th 
September: 

During tliis week 852 patents were 
issued, only five of which were to Can¬ 
ada. One of those was granted to E. 
Erb, of the Chemalnits mills, Vancou¬ 
ver Island for an Improved log carriage 
offset mechanism to withdraw the tag 
from the face of the saw during the re¬ 
turn of the carnage. The device con¬ 
sists of 5 p rim pie stop joint tpggle, ad¬ 
jacent to each, axle of the log carriage, 
one end of the toggle being connected 
between collars to the axle and the 
other secured to the frame of the car¬ 
riage, so, that when the toggle joint is 
moved in one direction at the end of the 
cut, tlk- carriage is pulled on the bear¬ 
ings of th" axles away from the saw a 
sufficient distance to fice the log from 
the saw face, and aversely. at the

Indeed, each accidents have preserved 
or have revealed to the world no insignifi¬ 
cant proportion of ita now acknowledged 
masterpieces.

A great petition to the Caar, signed 
by 471,131 persona, waa presented to the 
Finnish Senate in September, 1901. It 
characterised the military edict as a 
"far-reaching, Infringement of the funda¬ 
mental laws of the Grand Duchy.” 

Another ukase commanded that Rus¬ 
sian bo gradually introduced in all the 
official d ep a rtments and public offices. 
By MKK5 this law will be compulsory 
everywhere in Finland. At present only 
about 8,000 of tho 2,700,000 Finns speak 
Russian.

111 cases 
j from the effect of wood dust, and 12fl 
cases from the effect of variona kinds 
1 of dust These facts suggest to hygie¬ 
nists and inventors the necessity of de¬ 
vising dust-consumers and dust-prevent- 
era for factories, workshops, etc. This 
Is a fact that legislators should bear In 
mind.—American Medicine.

Csar having proved vain, are four In 
number. Tire first provides that the Fin¬ 
nish Sonata, which i* at the same time 
the central administrating organ and the 
supreme court of justice, shall in future 
be under the direct and constant super¬ 
vision of the Governor-General. The 
chancery of that body, which prepares 
all the reports on subjects to be con¬ 
sidered by the Senate, is to be directly 
dependent on blip. Either the Governor- 
Genera) or his adjutant is to be present 
at every important meeting, and no de¬ 
cision is to be taken in his absence with¬ 
out his consent. He has, moreover, the 
right to veto all resolutions of the 
Senate. 

The second law enables the Governor- 
General and the “reformed Senate" to 
dismiss, withont the legal trial which ia 
rt present necessary, any administrative 
official who has ndt been appointed di¬ 
rectly by the Csar. In this latter cose 
His Majesty's authorization is required. 

By the third lavr a blow la struck at 
the independence of the low courts. Th# 
judicial department of the Senate, which 
the first law makes the mere tool of the 
Governor-General, Is empowered to dis¬ 
miss judges at Us pleasure. 

The fourth law is regarded as the most 
important and far-reaching in its conse¬ 
quences of all. The work of Russifica¬ 
tion of Finlund hits been rendered diffi¬ 
cult by the fact that all servants of the 
crowu have hitherto besn responsible to 
the law courts for the legalUy of their 
action. Not long ago a court condemned 
some policemen to punishment for actiou 
which bod been praised and rewarded by 
one of tho governors. A number of sim¬ 
ilar actions are now before the courts. 
By tho fourth of this series of laws It 
is exptyjosly enacted that no official from 
the Governor-General to the policeman, 
can be brought! to trial on any charge 
without the consent of trig auperiore.

The araouut 
of gas given off by mine could be ascertain¬ 
ed by analysis of air In return; 1.5 per 
mt. gas lu return way showed mine to lie 
dangerously gussy. A mins was dangerous 
before It could be detected by ordinary 
Safety lamps. The only absolutely safe way 
mas to prevent use of explosives In da sty or 
assay mines.

Greater London, crowded iuto an area 
of one-seventh the size. 

Truly a great Babylon thia we have 
builded; nnd yet there are riders on our 
merry-go-round who say: So long as we 
pay our i»ence and got a good swinging 
ride for our money, what does it matter 
who makes the machinery go, who paints 
the figures on the panels, grinds the 
organ and collects the money ? To look 
Into the* accounts of the show and count 
the cogs on the main gear Is mere im¬ 
pertinence or useless labor.
